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LIGHTS OF THE DRAMA, 


By Silvester, Clarence. 


Marlowe and His Tragedy of Faustus 
Amongst the many and brilliant lights 
that adorned the era of our history termed 
the Elizabethan age, that of Christopher 
Marlowe shone conspicuous. Little, very 
little is known of that splendid, but. evan- 
escent genius. As little—perhaps. even 
less—is known of the man and his.his- 
tory as is known of Shakespeare. Yet the 
little that we do know of him is enough 
—more than enough, to cause us to class 
him in the first rank of dramatic poets. 

Tradition says that Marlowe was reck- 
less, dissipated, and extravagant—that his 
nights were not passed “in studious thought, 
but with boon companions in the tavern, 
whence sallying out, heated with wine, 
they traversed the almost deserted streets 
insearch of adventure, to the terror and 
alarm of the quiet, plodding citizens, who 
were secking their homes at so late an 
hour. Little recked these devil-me-care 
roysterers of danger. ‘To them it was but 
aname. ‘The law—it bad no terror for 
them. Did the watch appear—swords 
flashed from their scabbards, and the dis- 
comfited uyrmidons of the law were soon 
put to flight. 

In a disgraceful fray it was that Mar- 
lowe lost. his life, and England one of her 
greatest. dramatists. .. . . ., Midnight 
chimes from every steeple in England's 
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metropolis, and ere the last stroke has 


sounded, from the reeking purlieus of a 
tavern sally a number of reckless gallants 
into the quiet of the streets. Their liba- 
tions to the rosy god have been deep 
and frequent, and their sounds of drunken 
revelry arouse many an inhabitant of the 
adjacent tenements, who grumblingly turns 
him round in his bed, and applies himself 
to sleep, inwardly congratulating himself 
on the security of his bolts and bars. But 
these gallants are quarrelsome in their cups 
—high and angry words are bandied— 
blows are given — swords gleam out— 
amidst the clash of weaponsand the shouts 
of the combatants, a single cry of agony is 
heard, followed by a heavy fall, and Chris- 
topher Marlowe lies a bloody corse ‘upon 
the ground, with his distorted features up- 
turned in the pale moonlight. 

Despite his dissipated habits, Marlowe 
found time to write. His tragedy of 
Faustns will be read as longas our lan- 
guage exists—pity that it is not more gene- 
rally known—for it needs but to be known 
to be read. It possesses all the intense 
interest that charms'us in Macbeth—all 
the fascination that exist in the Faust of 
Goethe. . 

‘Tbe character of the hero, Dr. Faustus, 
is finely drawn, especially in the scene 
where the Doctor falters between his grow- 
ing interest in the forbidden art and his 
duty. With what subtlety does the scholar 


rreason himself into the pursuit f evil 
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Magic only ravishes his senses the more, 
because it is unholy. Little needs he the 
persuasion of his friends Valdes and Cor- 
nelius. In the depths of a wood he con- 
jures up the devil, and Mephistophiles ap- 
pears amidst thunderand lightning to obey 
the behests of the Doctor on the receipt of 
the blood-sealed bond. Faustus stabs his 
arm, and proceeds to write with his blood, 
when, on arriving atthe words— — 
“ Faustus gives to thee his soul,” 

his blood congeals, But at length the 
fearful consummation is reached, and Me- 
phistopbiles attends the erring doctor dur- 
ing his allotted time in this world. But 
the tragedy must be read entire to be’ 

preciated. ; 

There is no want of quaint humour in 
the play—instance the appearance of the 
seven deadly sins, and their explanation of 
themselves, and the planting of ghorns upon 
the head of the unbeliéving Benvolio. 
Some of tlie versification is faultless, and 
that terrible soliloquy of the fated scholar 
is s by nothing in the whole circle 


of the English drama. The clock strikes 


eleven— but one more hour upon earth— 

and in painting the terror of the wretched 

Faustus, Marlowe reaches sublimity. 

* Faustus—Oh Faustus ! 

Now hast thou but one bare hout to live 

And then thou must be damn’d perpetually 

Stand still you ever moving spheres of hea- 
ven, 

That time may cease and midnight never

We would willingly give the whole of 
the soliloquy did our space permit, It is 
impossible to peruse it without an involun- 


tary shudder. 

"Phis tragedy has always been the most 
popular of Marlowe's plays. The date of 
its original performance appears to be-un- 
known. It is generally believed that the 





founder of Dulwich College, the celebrated 
Alleyne, was the original representative of 
Faustus. The beauties contained in it 
have been acknowledged by various 
writers, and it isa matter of surprise to 
me that some ingenious adapter — Mr. R- 
Horne for instance—whose celebrated play 
the “ Death of Marlowe” is so well-known 
—has not made it presentable on the mo« 
dern stage. If John Webster's Duchess of 
Malfi can beadapted, why not Christopher’ 
Marlowe's Faustus.

all he wants is confidence and practice ; he 
has all the other qualifications both as re- 
gards person, voice and education... Mr. 
F. Villers as Lord Tinsel was amusing 
and he hit off the foppish lord with gentle- 
manly ease. “The Modus of Mr, H. Fiest 
is a performance that entitles him to rank 
anong the highest of gentlemanly amateur 
performers ; it was chaste and artistically 
represented and loudly applauded, and the 
acting of Mrs. Henderson in conjunction 
with him afforded immease amusement 
throughout in the courtship scene which 
requires great nerve to give the effect this 
charming actress produced. Miss Booth 
was the Julia and was well up in the part, 
and in many instances produced a powerful 
effect, while at times she appeared to have 
lost the deep feeling ‘and disappointment 
she ought to have depicted’ particularly. in 
the scene where the marriage is supposed to 
take place; the interview with Clifferd 
where ‘he brings the letter was finely acted 
throughout; itis a long and ardaous part 
and requires great pewer in-the more im- 
passioned scenes, cen as a whole it 
was highly creditable for one so young. 
We did not witness the afterpiece. 

On Friday Hamlet was performed by 
a class of gentiemen quite new to us. Mr, 
Lorraine as Hamlet has many faults to get 
rid of and the sooner the better ; his bear- 
ing on the stage is not at all dignified and 
his action is for the most part ungraceful ; 
he is in the habit of folding his arms con- 
tiaually then extending and bolding them 














in the same position too long ; his readiugs 
were tolerably correct, but all in the same 
monotonous tone, and his sentences lengthy 


and delivered in a slow drawling manner ; 


his conception was good but there was a 
went of passionate feeling in the soliloquies 
and in the scene after the players his 
voice was full and ronnd and his features 
expressive and with study no doubt he 
would be clever.

Mr. Howard as Horatio is 
deserving of praise ; hisacting was careful 
from first to last and he went through all 
the scenes with judgment and good effect. 
Mr. H. Percy played Polonious excellent; 
we never witnessed him to so much advan- 
tage before. Mr. Gardner as the Grave- 
digger did not over-act it as is too fre- 
quently the case with amateurs and the 
little part of Osric was neatly acted by Mr. 
Dab. We wish Mrs. Malcolm was a real 
Queen for she looks like one; her action 
and manner is worthy of a crown and 
sceptre. Miss Dormer made a most in- 
teresting Ophelia, and sang the snatches 
of ‘the sad verses very prettily, simple and 
without any decorative ornament ; we hope 
she will play the part at a future period. 
The play was not ever till rr eleven 
e’clock, a proof.as regards the slow, prosy, 
and monotonous manner some of the charac- 
ters were sustained. Of course we did not 
see Bombastes, Furioso. 

Amateur Pantomime —Drury Lane 
has seldom presented such a crowded ap- 
pearance as it did on Friday night when 
the gentlemen amateurs of the Garrick 
and Fielding Clubs performed their pan- 
tomime, in the presence of her Majesty, 
for the benefit of the Wellington College 
Fund. Every seat had:long been secured 
and as the vast pit was thus converted into 
a series of stalls, the whole audience was 
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of the most brilliant and fashionable kind. 
The introductory piece was Mr. Planche’s 
Romantic Idea; as soon as the curtain 
rose for the prologue to the pantomime, 
everybody listened with the profoundest 
respect, and not a word was allowed to 
drop. The admirable make up and the 
clear delivery of the gentleman who played 
William Shakspeare was the subject of 
general remark. The song of Mr. Albert 
Smith in Catesby, gave a pleasant start to 
the pantomime: but the mirth exceeded 
all bounds when Mr. Holmes entered, ac- 
coutred as Guy Fawkes. The Harlequin 
is, to all appearance perfectly professional, 
from the glittering silver of his first a 
pearance, to the occasional dances, and the 
crowning feat of a leap through a window. 
Mr. Ave Smith has learned by heart 
al] the uncertain steps and certain tumbles 
of Pantaloon; and Mr, J. Robins goes 
further still—he not only shows that he is 
perfectly versed in the traditional routine 
of the Clown, but proves that be has re- 
tained a reminiscence of that old class of 
humour, which had itsvery pecniiar 
type in Mr. Grimaldi. His Hot Codlins, 
with all the off hand r ses to the in- 
trusive gallery, is of its kind, perfect, We 
should not forget the indignant barber, 
played by Mr. Hallet, asa choice little bit 
of pantomimie expression. dm the scene of 
Epsom Downs there is a perfect galaxy of, 
stray talent. There Mr. Albert Smith

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FATHERS AND SONS. 

The question of hereditary talent is one 
about which but little can with certainty 
be predicated. Indeed, Nature seems to 
delight in contradictions ; and it is strange 
that mental giants of stupendous endow- 
ments should sometimes be the progenitors 
of comparative pigmies. In other cases, 
fathers and sini es been of nearly simi- 
lar calibre, or have manifested gifts of in- 
tellect, which, though diverse, have been 
of rare excellence, Let us, in the present 
paper, ask a few interrogatories respecting 
the subject 

In the case of actors, one of our most 
wonderful was Kean; he with the light- 
ning eye and fiery genius. Was Edmund 
the great the father of Charles the little ? 

By no means; and. yet Mr. Kean is: 
little im great parts compared with his’ 
father; but there are a few in which he. 
has no living competitor, He is as a 





molehill to Olympus in comparison with 
that meteoric genius who retrieved the 
fortunes of Drury Lane in Othello and 
Shylock; he is by no means a brilliant 
actor even in parts requiring less powers ; 
but he is the first on the stage in his pecu- 
liar walk, and the public seoms to think 


90. 

There is another instance of hereditary 
talent—Betty and son! 

In this case the younger of the two tra- ~ 
gedians is best in the highest walk of art; 
his Macbeth, William Tell, and Riche- 
liew are really fine. 

C. Mathews, it is conceded, is inferior 
to his father; but on the whole there is 
ro immense disparity of talent on either 
side. 

Not to multiply instances any far her, 
we may fairly infer that there are many 
good performers stirred to emulation by 
the renown of their sires, who hold, and 
are entitled to hold, a good: place in public 
opinion; but for all that, we doubt 
whether several of them would have 
attained to eminence, if they had not in 
the first instance been aided by “ the magic 
of a name.”

In the absence of great 
genius, collective talent seems to be the 
only alternative; but the companies in 
Londott are really below mediocrity, Mr. 
Phelps, Mr. Kean, Mr. Creswick, and one 
or two leading actrésses, might be very 
well; even for Drury Lane; but in the 
‘absence of the principle, that “ union is 
strength,” we are compelled to turn our 
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backs on the intellectual drama, and accept 
instead the garbage of French translations 
and the like.
